G. .A. Shave, Assistant Commis¬ 
sioner ol the Alberta Division, 
Canadian Bed Cross Society, vis¬ 
ited Vulcan on Monday and Tues¬ 
day of this week. 

He spoke at the regular meeting 
of the Lions Club Monday even¬ 
ing and complimented the resi¬ 
dents of Vulcan and district for 
“their magnificent effort during 
the 1951 campaign." 

"Not only did Vulcan and dist¬ 
rict exceed their quota of $1500, 
hut they exceeded It by nearly 
$$00 and that is very worthy of 
the highest eommendation,” lv> 
said. 

The town and district contrir.ut- 
ed a total of $2,291.33 towards the 
Red Cross fund, P. A. Thomson, 
the campaign chairman, reported. 

Mr. Shave outlined the work of 
the Red Cross in peacetime. He 
stressed the importance of people 
realizing that the peacetime pro¬ 
jects of the Society are “just as 
important if not more important 
than the wartime project:" 

He spoke of the Blood Transfu¬ 
sion Service and reminded hi.? lis¬ 
teners that sometimes people lose 
sight of the contribution this ser¬ 
vice makes to the patients In our 
hospitals. 

The Red Cross official stated 
that this service was free to the 
patient, hut that it required a lot 
of Red Cross funds "Jo put that 
blood into the hospital." He des¬ 
cribed briefly the technical work 
necessary to’ assure accuracy and 
said that w Idle this province was 
trying to collect $100,000 as Its 
part in the national drive It will 
still be necessary for a further 
$118,000 to be spent iii Alberta in 
oider to render all services, lie 
reminded his audiem-e that this 
money would come from the na¬ 
tional office of the Society. 

Mr. Shave spoke of the new 
Crippled Children’s Hospital • that 
was offieailty opened at Calgary 
March 3 of this year at a cost of 
$1,250,000. It was “a wonderful 
tribute and memorial to the gen¬ 
erosity of Albertan.s” the speaker 
said. He pointed out the danger of 
taking (he hospital for granted 
now that it was built, saying that 
the building of the hospital was 
truly a great accomplishment, but 
if it is to operate continued sup¬ 
port is absolutely necessary. 

He mentioned the recent Red 
Cioss zoning developments that 
were taking plaee in the province. 
The load must, of sheer necessity, 
be spread further, he said. Bran¬ 
ches like Vulcan are dbing their 
best, but many other localities 
have not reorganized and are not 
conducting' campaigns even though 
the Society's service* arc being 
rendered in those localities. 

He urged the members to tabu’ 
the message of Red Cross to their 
hearts. "If we can raise money to 
support humanitarian sendees In 
time of war, then surely we can 
raise money for humanitarian ser¬ 
vices in time of pence," Mr. Shave 
concluded.

The CuUnty of ’ Vulcan No. 2 
tax rate for the year 1951 wa.xs’i 
at 51 mills at the meeting pf th« 
County Couneil^held on Friday. 
April 13th. The rate is made up of 
16 mills which it is estimated will 
be needed for school purpo-.es and 
15 mills for municipal purposes. In 
addition to the 31 mill tale, rates 
fpr hospital lax covering munici¬ 
pal hospital districts with lands in 
the County were set as follows: 

Bassano Hospital District N\>. jH 
- 1.5 mills. 

High River Hospital ills'riel No. 
11—3 Mills. 

Vulcan Hospital District No 19 

5 Mills. 

Little Bow Hospital r>i«» No. 25 

10 Mills. 

The Little Bow Hospital Mill rate 
includes 1 mills to cover the cost 
ol the recent addition of medical 
services in the Little Bow area. 

In setting the 1951 mill rates 
the Council was able to take ad¬ 
vantage of the provincial govern¬ 
ment’s recent tax reduction grant 
legislation’ arid reduced the muni¬ 
cipal mill rate in order to obtain 
a grant which is expo ted to 
amount to $30,000.00. A compari¬ 
son of the 1951 tax rate in the 
County with the t Sx rate in the 
various areas forming the County 
shows that very substantial reduc¬ 
tion in taxes will accrue to a 
majority of ratepayers. Ratepay¬ 
ers whose lands wera in the form¬ 
er Bow Valiev School Division will 
be reduced from 25 mills to to 
mills; ratepayers in the fonifet 
Mttcleod School Division will lie 
reduced from 19.5 mills to 16 
mills; In the former Taber School 
Division the reduction is from 26 
mills to 16 mills; and the Foot¬ 
hills School Division tax rate is 
reduced from 16.5 mills to 16 
mills. The Municipal rate in the 
former Municipal District of 
Blackie was 18 mills; the former 
District of Vulran, 17 mills; the 
former Municipal District of Ar- 
gyle, 20 mills; the former Munici¬ 
pal District of Barons. 18 mills and 
in Special Areas No. 1, 20 mills. 
These mill rates in 1951 will av¬ 
erage 18 mills over the entire 
County and with the lax reduc¬ 
tion grant has been set at 15 
mills. 

Ratepayers in the forme - Muni¬ 
cipal District of Blackie whose 
lands were included in the Bow 
Valley School Division and ttv* 
Vulcan Hospital District will now 
pHy a mill rale of 36 as against 
49 5 for the year 1950. The form¬ 
er Municipal District ol Blackie 
ratepayers whose lands were in 
the Foothills School Division and 
the Blackie Municipal Hospital 
will pay the regular 1951 rate of 
36 mills as against 41 mills last 
year. 

Taxes on lands in the Special 
Areas will be reduced from 31 
mills to 36 mills on lands in the 
former Taber School Division and 
from 4.3 mills to 36 mills on lands 
in the former Bow Valley School 
Division of the Special Arens. 

Ratepayers of the former Mun¬ 
icipal District of Argylc will re¬ 
ceive n reduction from -15 mills 
to 36 mills and ratepayers in De- 
former Municipal District of Bar¬ 
ons will receive a reduction front 
49 mills to 41 mills. Ratepayers in 
the former Municipal District of 
Vulcan will have their taxes re¬ 
main practically on the same lev¬ 
el as last year with the exception 
that the 3 per cent reduction 
grant has been earned In some 
rases these ratepayers’ lands will 
benefit in the reduced school mill 
rate. 

The mill rate* are further re¬ 
duced when ,’onsideration is giv¬ 
en to the fact . that the Council 
continues the poliev of the form¬ 
er Municipal District of Vulcan to 
allow 5 per cent discount for i«a\- 
t.tent of taxes on or before June- 
30th of this year. It is expected 
that the tax notices will he for¬ 
warded to the ratepayers during 
the latter part of the month of 
May. which will give ample titm- 
t« arrange for payments'to lake 
advantage of the discount. 

The Budget, of which copies ap 
pear in this issue, provides for the 
ex|>endit lire of a total of $66”-.- 
000.00. The principal Item is tit ■ 
school cost of S279.000 00. The 
Council also plans to spend $19) 
000.00 on public works and consid¬ 
eration was given to an 'reposed 
public works allotment to ihM 
portion of the County which was 
In. the former Municipal District 
of Blackie, In view of the amount 
of cash surplus whieh cam - ft nm 
that portion of the County.

The Council passed a motion to 
proceed with the construction of 
the Chronic and Convalescent Hos¬ 
pital. A. VV. Hodges, Archile t. of 
Calgary has been engaged to pr t - 
pare the plans and specifications 
which calls for a 26 oed hospital. 
It is estimated ihat the cost will 
be approximately - $2f>0.oo r i.on, of 
which the Dominion and Provin¬ 
cial Government grant will 
amount to SIOS.OOO.OO, leaving „a 
balance of $90,000.00 or SlOO.OiW.- 
00 to be borne by the ratepayers 
of the County. Present plans are 
for a 20 year debenture which is 
estimated to cost less than 1 mill 
on the County assessment The 
County a’so expects to share in 
the Provincial government’s grant 
of 50 per cent of the operating 
cost. 

Councillor Donald McNlven was 
appointed County representative 
in the Foothills Fulltime Health 
Unit.

Spring Coulee Oil Corp. has re¬ 
tained the Baroid well logging ser¬ 
vice. to supervise the operations. 
Baroid will have a mud truck, 
core analysis truck and trained 
experts on the well 24 hours p r 
day. The experts watch for the 
"drill -off," that is, the change of 
formation from shale to sand. 
When a sand is penetrated for two 
feet, the bit is held at the same 
depth and the fluid allowed to cir¬ 
culate until returns from bottom 
are secured.

extended over into Alberta. 

Two important oil discoveries 
were made towards the end of 
1950, in the Lethbridge district 
when the Barons and Del Bonita 
ofl fields were brought into com¬ 
mercial production. 

BARONS . 

Barons Oil Ltd. completed its 
well at Barons, on November 27, 

1950. While there was not enough 
field storage or tankage for a 
complete demonstration , of its 
maximum capacity, the well ap¬ 
peared to be capable of several 
hundred barrels per day, flowing. 

The gravity of the oil is 33 to 34 
degrees and is clean, free of wat¬ 
er. The well was allowed to tlow 
until Feh. 5th, 1951, at which time 
it was put on the pump. During 
the time the well was flowing, It 
was difficult to choke it back be¬ 
low 170 barrels per dav„ without 
killing it, due to waxing of the 
tubing and other causes. The Con¬ 
servation Board has given the 
Barons well an allowable of 50 bar¬ 
rels per day; with a maximum of 
75 barrels per day for any one day 
and it is believed that this rate 
can be easily maintained for a 
long time. 

The Barons Oil Company, with 
an 11.800 acre block of land sur¬ 
rounding the discovery well, is the 
largest holder in the field. Howev- • 
er, the development of the field 
will be very rapid, since Barons 
C'l has made a number of "farm- 
out" deals, whereby other operat¬ 
ors will immediately commence 
ihe drilling of test wells. Central- 
I’»l Rio-Barons No. 1 is now dril¬ 
ling. 

DF.I. BONITA 

The National Cordasun No. 2 
well at Del Bonita was completed 
on Doc. 14. 1950, flowing at an in¬ 
itial rate of 270 barrels per day 
of 38 to 40 gravity water-frw 'oil. 

It produced 2.305 barrels during 
the last 15 days of December, or 
at a rate of about 154 barre s per 
day, (lowing. During January, it 
produced 1.S73 barrels, and . 1,168 
barrels during February of 
"clean” oil, free of water. 

National and Cordasun will im¬ 
mediately re-drill Cordasun No. 1 
■well a direct north offset to Cord¬ 
asun No. 2, from a depth of 4,000 
feet.
